Motion hy Judge Robbitt, seconded hy Mr. Wood, that aregular 
meeting of the State Highway Commission was opened at 9:50 A. M., June 
21, 1957. 

WHEREAS, onor aboutMarch2, 1957, aChevrolet Truckbearing 
bioense#14050 withRabors Trailer hearing License #25025, loaded with 
gravel hins, whioh load exceeded the limitations prescribed hy law, was 
moving over State Highways under Special Rermit#2055S issued toMr. L. 
M. Anderson, of 1201 Rumet Street, San a t o n i c , Texas^ and 

WHEREAS, i n the consummation of the movement in question, a bridge 
over Rerry Creek on State Highway 195 a few miles northwest of George­
town was damaged extensively; and 

WHEREAS, an itemized claim for the cost of repairing the struc­
ture amounting to $5,579.75, ̂ hich represented tbe exact amount expended 
by the State Highway Department i n repairing tbe damage done, was f i l e d 
against Mr. L. M. Anderson onMay 21, 1957, with a copy to the Surety on 
his Special Oversize and Overweight Permit Hond, Highway Insurance Un­
derwriters, Austin, Texas; and 

WHEREAS, the claim not havingbeenpaid on June 9, 1957, the 
Rending Company, Highway Insurance Underwriters, L i t t l e f i e l d Ruilding, 
Austin, Texas, was requested by registered mail to make remittance of 
the amount of tbe claim; and 

WHEREAS, on June 17, 1957, a communication fromElmer 0. Gunn 
Claims Service, written i n behalf of the Highway Insurance Underwriters, 
refused to recognize the claim and refused tomake the remittance re­
quested. 

1T1S ORDERED that the Attorney GeneralofTexasbe requestedto 
f i l e suit against Mr. E. M. Anderson and his Surety, Highway Insurance 
Underwriters, immediately, and that u n t i l such time as this claim has 
been settled to the satisfaction of tbe Attorney General, no further 
permits be issued toMr. L. M. Anderson, and that nobonds with Highway 
Insurance Underwriters as Surety w i l l be acceptable. 

I t i s ordered by the Commission that each of the following con­
tracts havlngbeen examined by tbe Commission and i t being found that 
i t complies with the order of award by the Commission is hereby approved 
in accordance with Section 12, Chapter 1SG, General haws of Texas as 
passed by the 1925 Legislature, 59th Regular Session.

In Angelina County, i t is ordered by "the Commission that an 
appropriation of $7,400.00 be made to cover the cost of reconditioning 
the Diboll Road from Lufkin south to a connection with Highway No. 35 
which has been used the last several months as a detour while the 2 mile 
section of Highway No. 35 south of Lufkin was under construction. The 
reconditioning of this section of county ro&d is i n accordance with an 
agreement with the county which was made prior to routing t r a f f i c over 
i t , and tbe necessity for i t is due to the fact that the improvements 
on this detour road consisted of a l i g h t gravel base with a li g h t as­
phalt surface treatment made by the county several years ago under a 
bond issue which provided that no heavy trucks would be permitted to use 
the road. The reconditioning of this road, as ordered above, i s neces­
sary i n order to return the road to the county i n as good condition as 
before we began using i t as a detour and the work is to be done under 
the direction of the State Highway Engineer through the Maintenance 
Division.
